Fire swept through two unoc- 
cupied buildings in the 900 block 


of Franklin avenue today. No 


one was injured. 


The blaze broke out in a three- | © 


story brick structure at 917 
Franklin. By the time firemen 
arrived, flames were burning 
through the roof and threatening 
an adjacent building at 915 
Franklin. 


Firemen said the blaze fed | 


on piles of paper and litter on 
the floors at 917 Franklin. There 
was no indication of what might 
have started the fire. 

Three alarms were sounded 
after the blaze was reported by 
| Richard Umrath, co-owner of 
Witte & Umrath Hardware Co., 
at 910 Franklin, across the street 
from the fire. 

Umrath told a reporter he 
glanced out the window of his 
store and saw what looked at 
first like steam escaping from 
the first story windows. 


Firemen Help Woman. 

Police and firemen assisted a 
widow, Mrs. Lena Barzikowski, 
80 years old, from her apartment 
in a building at 919 Franklin. 
Mrs. Barzikowski, who is hard 
of hearing, was not aware of the. 
' fire, and firernen had to knock | 
down the door of her apartment 
to reach her. 

Gusty winds hampered firemen 
by blowing streams of water 
from the hoses off target, 
drenching buildings to the east. 

Four firemen went inside the 
structure at 915 Franklin, but 
after about 10 minutes were or- 
dered out by Deputy Fire Chief 
Richard Olsen. Olsen said the 
danger of collapse was too great 
for anyone to risk working in- 
side. 

_ Firemen stood on the roofs of 
buildings at the rear of the burn- 
ing structures and manned six 
hoses from that vantage point. 
A rear wall of the building at 
917 Franklin collapsed when high 
pressure hoses were played on it. 

Traffic on Franklin was halted 
for several blocks. Franklin and 
Hodiamont streetcars, which 
regularly use Franklin . avenue, 
were stopped for a time. 

The building at 917 Franklin 
is owned by Mrs. Otto Schmidt, 
4009 Lindell boulevard. Mrs. 
Schmidt said the structure had 


been vacant for about a year.: 


Police said the adjoining build- 
ing at 915 is owned by Oscar 
Hoevel, 4522A Red Bud avenue. 
» It was the fourth multi-alarm 
fire since Friday. There were 
five-alarm blazes, Friday at. the 
National Pet S Co., 3021-29 
Olive street, and a vacant five- 
story building at Leonard avenue 
and Thomas street. On Satur-. 
day, a three-alarm fire caused

He 
was released on three bonds to- 
taling $1100 after being booked 
on suspicion of discharging fire- 
arms in the city, peace disturb- 
ance and destruction of property. 
He is to appear in police court

Demands Admittance. 

Mrs. Costello said her husband 
came. to Ahe front door of the 
Watson road apartment shortly 


before midnight and demanded 


to “be admitted. When she re- 
}fused, Mrs. Costello said, he 
fired a shot through a pane of 


‘glass in the front door. The bul- 


let struck a wall and fell to the 
floor. 

Costello then went to the rear 
of the apartment and fired a sec- 
ond shot through a bedroom win- 
dow, his wife told police. The 
bullet struck the bedroom ceiling 
and fell to the floor. Police said 
both slugs had been fired from 
a .32-caliber weapon.

WASHINGTON, April 17 —| 


President Kennedy urged Con- 
gress today to act promptly on 
his proposals for a new approach 
to the nation’s agricultural prob- 
lem. He said his plan would help 
both the farmer and the con- 
sumer. 


The President sent the Senate 
and House a proposed bill em- 
bodying his farm program, un- 
der which farmers themselves 
would assume much of the re- 
sponsibility for drafting plans 
covering individual agricultural 
commodities. 

“I believe that the legislation 
will provide the basis for a sound 
and healthy agricultural econo- 
my,”’ Mr. Kennedy declared in 
letters to Vice President Lyndon 
B. Johnson, as president of the 
Senate, and to House Speaker 
Sam Rayburn. 


Secretary of Agriculture Or- | 


ville L. Freeman, in a letter to 
Mr. Kennedy, also expressed the 
hope that Congress would act 
without deJay on the legislation 
in order to improve farm in- 
come, which Freeman sajd was 
“shockingly below the national 
average.”’ 

The proposed Agricultural Act 
of 1961 generally incorporated 
the ideas set forth in the Presi- 
dent’s March 16 farm message 
to Congress but it did not pro- 
pose specific programs for indi- 
vidual commodities such as corn, 
cotton and wheat.

WASHINGTON, APRIL 17— 
The final struggle apparently has 
begun for the overthrow of Fidel 
Castro and the dictatorship he 
has imposed, interrupting the 
prolonged and painful debate 
over what might have been in 
Cuba, 


The urgency behind the strug- 
gle is seen in intelligence re- 
ports here indicating the lengths 
to which Castro and his allies in 
the Communist bloc were pre- 
pared to go in the military de- 
fense of the island. According to 
reports widely credited here, 
Castro was about to receive two 
destroyers from the Soviet 
Union. 

They would arrive in Havana 
Harbor with Soviet crews under 
the Cuban flag. Presumably 
these crews eventually would 
train Cubans to take over. Four 
more. destroyers were promised 
for a later date, according to the 
same reports. 


Formidable Force. 


For responsible officials here 
this began to add up to a mili- 
tary force, naval and air, so for- 
midable that no action by exiles 
from without and disaffected 
Cubans from within could over- 
throw it. Only direct interven- 
tion by the United States could 
restrain or nullify the air and 
naval strength supplied by the 
Communist bloc. 


That intervention has been, in 
the belief of many who have fol- 
lowed the Cuban tragedy, per- 
haps the principal goal of the 
Communists, They have wanted 
to put the United States in the 
role of Soviet Russia in moving 
into Hungary in 1956 to suppress 
the Hungarian revolt against 
Soviet occupation. We will give 
them back Hungary a hundred 
times over, was the way one of 
the Cuban Communists is re- 
ported to have put it. 

This suggests one of the major 
hazards in the present moment 
The Castro- Communist propa- 
ganda will make an all-out ef- 
fort throughout the hemisphere 
to put the label of “Yankee in- 
vasion’’ on what is now happen- 
ing. Whether it sticks or not de- 
pends on a great many factors, 
some of them quite beyond the 
control of Washington. 

In the long-drawn-out discus- 
sion within the government here 
those risks were fully canvassed. 
But officials came back always 
to the grim facts of the growing

MIAMI, Fla., April 17 
(AP)—Premier Fidel Cas- 
tro announced today in- 
vacers have landed in 
‘Cuba by sea and air, but 
‘he said they were being 
beaten back by his army 
and militiamen. 

The announcement, made 
over a nation-wide radio 
‘network and monitored in 
‘Miami, charged that ‘‘mer- 
cenaries organized by the 
imperialistic government 
of the United States” 
launched the attack. 

“Troops landing by sea 
and air are attacking vari- 
ous points of the national 
territory in the south of 
Las Villas province, sup- 
ported by planes and war- 
ships,’’ Castro said, 

Rebels Report Three Landings, 

Castro did not mention any 
landings except in Las Villas 
province. 

Cuba exiles in the United States 
said invaders had swept ashore 
also in three places in Matanzas, 
Oriente and Pinar Del Rio prov- 
inces. 

“The glorious soldiers of the 
rebel army and the national mil- 
itia are battling the enemy at 
all the points where they have 
landed,” Castro said. 

“They are fighting in defense 
of the sacred fatherland and the 
revolution against an attack of 
mercenaries organized by the 
imperialistic government of the 
United States. 

“Already, our troops are ad- 
vancing against the enemy, sure 
of their victory.”

Then Landau ordered Eich- 
mann to stand and remove the 
headphones over which he listens 
to the translation into German of 
the Hebrew language of the 
court. 

Through the 15 sections of the 
indictment, Landau asked: ‘“‘Do 
you plead guilty or not guilty?” 


Fifteen times Eichmann re- 
plied: ‘‘In the spirit of the indict- 
ment, I am not guilty.” 

Silence hung over the court in 
the 10 minutes that it took to go 
through this procedure. Then 
Eichmann leaned back quietly in 
his chair, folded his hands in his 
lap, and looked at Hausner.

Diplomats hearing the declara- 
tion interpreted the formal state- 
ment as a first step in clearing 
the atmosphere.

Before departing for Bonn, he 
and his official party will dine 
with Texas Gov. and Mrs. Price 
Daniel in the Governor’s man- 
sion. 

About 7000 turned out for a 
special German-English program 
honoring Adenauer yesterday 
afternoon.. The crowd rose and 
applauded when Johnson said: 
“‘Where you-stand up against the 
Communists, we of the. United 
States will stand by your side.” 

To the cheering crowd, John- 
son described his guest as ‘‘a 
statesman who led his country 
from moral and materialistic de- 
feat into a free and Democratic 
nation.”’ 

Adenauer, replying in German, 
said he had held fruitful talks 
with President Kennedy. He ex- 
pressed appreciation to United 
States citizens for their fight in 
winning freedom and liberty for 
his people.

EVER STOP TO THINK how 
dull a meal would be if there 
were no zippy sauce on the 
shrimp cocktail, no well-seasoned 
dressing in the turkey, no spices 
in» the pumpkin pie? It’s the 
spices and herbs that make the 
flavors sing and turn even a 
simple meal into an adventure. 

The “‘art of seasoning” is truly 
an art which requires an imag- 
inative interpretation and a nice 
sense of balance. But, like all 
of the arts, it yields high divi- 
dends of satisfaction on the time 
spent in developing it. 

It can be developed, let there 
be no doubt of that. One hears 
of *“‘born cooks,” and it is quite 
true that certain individuals 
seem to have an innate aware- 
ness of exactly how much sea- 
soning it will take to create a 
culinary masterpiece. 

However, those who lack this 
inborn skill can learn it by ex- 
perimenting in their day-to-day 
cookery. Just remember that 
seasonings should enhance, never 
over-power, the natural flavors 
of foods so use a light hand. Add 
ea little and taste, then add more

The terms ‘herbs’ and 
“spices” frequently are con- 
fused, and while this actually is

Vegetable seasonings are de- 
hydrated vegetables in powder 
form such as garlic and onion. 

Seasoning salts are combina- 
tions of dehydrated vegetables 
such as celery, onion, and garlic 
with table salt. 

Condiments usually are liquid 
or semi-liquid mixtures of spices, 
herbs, or both with other ingre- 
dients. Examples are prepared 
mustard, catsup and chili sauce. 

Another seasoning agent which 
should be mentioned is monoso- 


‘dium glutamate. Neither a spice 


or herb, it is made entirely 
from vegetable sources. You 
cannot taste it when you use it 
on food, but you can taste what 
it does; it brings out the natural 
flavor of the food. It can be 
used along with salt, pepper and 
other seasonings; there is no 
need to alter recipes, just shake 
it on. 

However, if you prefer to 
measure, use one teaspoon per 
pound of meat and three-fourths 
teaspoon per four servings of 
vegetables. 

It is difficult to give any 
blanket rule for the amount of 
spices to use, since each one 
differs. Just remember the ad- 
vice above to go lightly; better 
to err on the side of too little 
than too much. As a very basic 
guide, you might start with 

teaspoon of 
dried spices and herbs for each 
recipe that serves four (one- 
eighth teaspoon in the case of 
cayenne and garlic powder). 
Chances are this won’t be enough

Pepper probably is the most 
widely known of all seasonings. 
The comparative merits of black 
and white pepper have sparked 
many a debate in culinary cir- 
cles. Actually, the two peppers 
are sisters under the skin—the 
question being how far under. 
They come from the berry of the 
same vine. Black pepper is 
picked unripe and dried to the 
wrinkled black, fragrant pellets 
known as peppercorns. 

White pepper is the kernel of 
the pepper berry which has been 
left on the vine until fully rip- 
ened, then stripped of its dark 
outer husk. 

Black pepper is a bit more 
potent than white, but for most 
purposes they can be used inter- 
changeably. White pepper is 
preferable in such things as 
vichysoisse, white sauces, cheese 
dishes and delicately hued salad 
dressings or other dishes in 
which it can be an effective un- 
seen flavormaker. 

Incidentally, the red pepper 
(or capsicum) family of spices 
supplies four important mem- 
bers of the spice shelf—paprika, 
chili powder (usually a blend of 
chili pepper, oregano and cum- 
in); red pepper (the crushed or 
ground product of a sharply 


pungent strain of capsicums) 


and cayenne, a blend of several 
small types of capsicums, mak- 
ing up the hottest of all spices.

Cin- 
namon rates at the top of the 
list in every area except the 
Atlantic Seaboard States where 
paprika comes in first. 

Here are the ten most popular 
spices in the Midwest: cinna- 
mon, nutmeg, paprika, celery 
seed, ginger, bay leaves, cloves, 
allspice, oregano and saffron. 

Let's take a cioser look at 
these local favorites. 


Cinnamon: The aromatic 
bark of the cinnamon tree, 
grown mostly in Ceylon. It is the 
most important baking spice. 
Americans consume ap proxi- 
mately 10,000,000 pounds a year. 
It is used in a wide variety of 
cakes, buns, breads, cookies and 


pies; is especially delicious with 


apples, stewed fruits and confec- 
tions. Cinnamon also works a 
very special sort of magic with 
chocolate. 


Nutmeg: Kernel of the nutmeg 
fruit. It’s the best spice flavor- 
ing for doughnuts; is used in 
many baked goods, sauces, pud- 
dings and custards. Nutmeg 
comes into its own around the 
Christmas holidays when it is 
used as a topping for eggnog: is 
good around the calendar atop 
milk shakes. Try a pinch in the 
crust for meat pie. 


Paprika: A mild member of 
the capsicum family. Its gay 
color addg interest to pale foods 
such as fish, salad dressings and 
certain types of canapes. For 
instance, mix it with cream 


cheese and celery seed and serve 
on crackers for a canape. Prob- 
ably its greatest claim to fame 
is that it is an important ingredi- 
em in Chicken Paprika. 


Celery Seed: A tiny seed-like 
fruit. Good with fish, eggs, salad 
dressings — and, as every St. 
Louisan knows, in potato salad. 


Ginger: Root of a tuberous 
plant grown in Asia, Africa and 
the West Indies. Most obvious 
use is in gingerbread. It also 
gives zest to preserves and 
pickles, perks up pot roast and 
canned fruits. 


Bay Leaves: Aromatic leaves 
of the laurel tree from eastern 
Mediterranean countries. The 
bay leaf won a spot in history 


for its use in crowning ancient 
Greek heroes. Today its fame is 
less romantic, but will deserved 
on a culinary level. Pt Is espe- 
cially good in stews and hearty 
verrable , pot roasts, with 
fish, in marinades and gravies. 
Do use with discretion. Try add- 
eing a bay leaf with whole pep- 
percorns to tomato sauce for 
fish. 


Cleves: Buds of the stately 
clove tree, grown in Indonesia, 
Madagascar and Zanzibar. They 
are used whole for pork and 
ham roasts, pickling of fruits, 
and in spiced sweet sirups. 
Ground cloves are used in baked 
goods, chocolate and rice pud- 
dings, in some soups and vege- 
tables. 


Alispice: The fruit of a West 
Indian tree. It is a spice in its 
own right but the flavor resem- 
bles a blend of cinnamon, nut- 
meg and cloves, which explains 
its intriguing name, Fine in fruit 
compotes, spice cake, in some 
vegetables, meats and puddings. 


Oregano: An herb that rode to 
glory on the wave of interest in 
Italian foods. Best known for its 
important role in pizza, chile 
con carne, spaghetti sauce. 
(Pronounced or-eg'-ano). 


Saffron: The world’s most ex- 
pensive spice. Understandably, 
since it takes 225,000 stigma of a 
crocus-like flower grown in the

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Khrushchev Tells Lippmann He 
Sees Some Signs of Shifts but No 
‘Radical’ Change in US. Policy 


He Thinks Stand on Neutrality of 


- Small Nations Is 


Being Abandoned 


—Believes Rockefeller Is Power Be- 


hind Kennedy. 


This is the first of three articles by Walter Lippmann written 
after an exclusive interview with Soviet. Premier Khrushchev 


which took place on Lippmenn’s recent trip to Russia. 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
ON THIS, QUR SECOND VISIT, my wife and I were taken 


on a long journey by plane and automobile to Nikita Khrushchev’s 
country place in Sochi on the Black Sea. Before we left Moscow 


there was much mystery about all the details of the 
coming visit; such as when and where we were to see the great 


man, 

In fact, as it turned out, he 
had no other appointments after 
half-past eleven in the morning, 
when. he met us in the pine- 
woods near the entrance of his 
place. Eight hours later, a bit 
worn by much talk and two 
large meals, we insisted on leav- 
ing in order to go to bed. 

I would not. like to leave the 
impression that all eight hours 
were devoted to great affairs of 
the world. Perhaps, all told 
three and a half hours were 
spent in serious talk. The rest 
of the time went into the two 
prolonged meals at which 
Khrushchev, who is on what ap- 
pears to be a non-fattening diet, 
broke the rules, saying joyously 
that the doctor had gone to Mos- 
cow for a day or two. 

THE TALK was largely banter 
between Khrushchev and Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan, who 
joined us for lunch, and the bant- 
er turned chiefly on American 
food and Armenian wine and Ar- 
menian customs, which include 
the compulsion to drink alls 
glasses to the end at each toast. 

Though we all drank a. bit 
more than we wanted, Mikoyan 
chose to regard us as American 
ascetics who only sipped their 
wine. Finally Khrushchev took 
pity on us by providing a bowl 
into which we could pour the 
wine as fast as Mikoyan filled 
our glasses. 

Between this heroic eating and 
drinking, we walked around the 
place, which is large, met 
Khrushchev’s grandson and Mi- 
koyan’s granddaughter, inspect- 
ed the new swimming pool and 
played badminton with Khrush- 
chev. 

In the serious talks, I might 
say that my wife made fairly 
full notes, I made a few jottings, 
but? there was no’ transcript and 
the’ translation was done very 
ably by Victor M. Sukhodrev, an 
official in the Foreign Ministry. 
It Was understood that I was 
freé to write what I liked when 
I had left Russia and to quote 
Khrushchev or not to quote him 
as seemed desirable. I shall set 
down my own understanding and 
intérpretation of the most im- 
portant and interesting points 


‘that he made. 
FOR AN OPENING I remind- | i 


ed him that we had last seen 
him in October 1958, nearly a 
year before his visit to the Unit- 
ed States. Much has happened in 
these two and a half years and 
would ‘he tell me what seemed 
to him the most important events 
for* good or evil? 

After a moment or two of hesi- 
tation, he. replied that during 
this period the two main forces 
in the world—the capitalist and 
the socialist — have concluded 
that it was useless to “test” 
each other by military means. I 
took him to mean by ‘“‘test” the 
backing of their political aims by 
the. threat of war. 

Ip contrast with 1958, when he 
professed to believe that the 
United States and Germany 
might attack him, he spoke with 
confidence that because of the 
growing strength of the Commu- 
nist orbit, the threat of war from 
our side was dying down. As a 
result, the United States was 
abandoning the “Dulles doc- 
trine” that the neutrality of small 
states is “‘immoral.”’ He himself 
welcomed - President Kennedy’s 
proposals for a neutral Laos. 


YOU THINK THEN, I asked 
him, that there has been a 
change in United States policy? 

To this he replied that while 
there were some signs of a 
change, as for example in Laos, 
it was not a “radical’’ change, 
as could be seen in the United

Unfair to Senator Long 


It seems to me that your editorial, 
“A Disappointing Performance,” 
was very unfair to Senator Long. 
His statement certainly cannot be 
considered as an “attack on public 
power and the aspirations of the 
Upper Missouri Valley states to 
have it aid in their development.” 
Senator Long’s statement simply 
was to the effect that he was op- 
posed to the increase of the pro- 
duction of hydro-electric power in 
the Missouri Basin at the expense 
of navigation and other benefits. 

Currently, 90 per cent of the po- 
tential power is being taken out of 
the falling water in the Missouri 
Basin. To increase this or to change 
the timing of this falling water 
would jeopardize navigation, irriga- 
tion, flood control, stream stabiliza- 
tion, pollution abatement and other 
benefits. 


The only way that additional 
hydro-electric power could be ob- 
tained from the vast Missouri river 
project would be to release waters 
from the dams during the winter 
months. And this could cause ice 
jams which, in turn, would destroy 
the bank stabilization works in the 
lower river and create a flood haz- 
ard which does not now exist. It 
would use water in the winter that 
has been promised to people in the 
Upper Basin for summer irrigation. 

The O’Mahoney-Milliken amend- 
ment to the authorizing act creating 
the Missouri river project, was 
carefully thought out and was writ- 
ten for the protection of irrigators 
by providing that consumptive use 
of the water originating in the 
states lying wholly or partially west 
of the ninety-seventh meridian 
should have priority over naviga- 
tion rights. The generation of hydro- 
electric power is not a consumptive 
use of water. Irrigation is. 


The Senator is correct in stating 
that all these other benefits from 
the development of the Missouri 
river should not be sacrificed for a 
slight increase in the number of 
kilowatts that can be produced. 
There just is not enough water in 
the Missouri Basin to produce 
enough electricity for all of the de- 
mands there are for electricity.

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The Regulatory Message 

President Kennedy’s message to Congress 
on improvement of the regulatory agencies 
contains some good solid suggestions but 
notably omits several of the most promising 
ideas that have been advanced in earlier stud- 
ies in the Senate, the House, the Bureau of. 
the Budget and the American Bar Association. 
On a few salient points he is unhelpfully 
vague, setting forth objectives without apply- 
ing any of the guidelines that might make 
them workable. And his message marks a dis- 
turbing return, under new guises, to the no- 
tion of increased presidential authority over 
the agencies. 

The Administrative Conference which he 
proposes to set up will be an instrument of 
potentially great usefulness, as shown by its 
prototype, the Judicial Conference, which has 
done much to improve the administration of 
justice in the federal courts. The jurists, law- 
yers, Government officials and university spe- 
cialists in Government administration who will 
sit on it can supply the planning ahead which 
has been so sadly lacking. Overlappings and 
cross-purposes in and among the agencies can 
be attended to. Improvement of the quality 
of hearing examiners can be furthered.

The President also proposes to increase the 
examiners’ salary scales. But he should 
also have gone on to urge giving exam- 
iners the independence, career status and 
tenure comparable to that of trial judges, as 
the Bar Association recommends. We think 
the President is on sound ground in recom- 
mending that agencies which now lack au- 
thorization to do so be empowered to order 
rate increases into escrow pending their final 
adjudication, and that the Federal Power 
Commission have discretion to exempt smaller 
natural gas rate and pipeline cases, as the 
Landis report suggested, so that it can cope 
with the really important cases. 

In proposing that the commissioners dele- 
gate more work than at present, and that the 
decisions arrived at by delegation be made 
more conclusive than they are now, Mr, Ken- 
nedy mentions objectives that are pretty gen- 
erally agreed to be desirable. But he does not 
contribute to resolving the problem of how it 
can be done with fairness and equal justice to 
all comers; and it is on just this point that 
ideas are most needed. 

Somewhat affected by vagueness also is 
his proposal concerning the writing of opin- 
ions. Commissioners ought to be required to 


‘write opinions, instead of delegating the work 


to anonymous staff members, so that conclu- 
sions will be justified, important points will 
be dealt with, and there will gradually be 
built up a coherent body of principles for the 
guidance of the commission and of those who 
appear before it. But it is not clear whether 
the President wants opinion-writing manda- 
tory on commissioners or how much of a 
hand he wants them to take. 
* ~ * 

Mr. Kennedy's recommendations to increase 
the powers of chairmen, and to make chair- 
men responsible to the President for their 
administrative duties and removable at his 
pleasure, take, in our opinion, precisely the 
wrong direction. These measures would doubt- 
less increase efficiency, but they would put 
the chairmen largely under the thumb of the 
President, and commission members largely 
under the thumb of the chairmen, whose con- 
trol of staff and finances would give them 
overriding power. We favor selection of chair- 
men and assignment of administrative duties 
by the commissioners themselves, who would 
then retain control of their offices through 
the ability to withdraw and reassign these 
powers if they were abused. 

We wish the President had put his prestige 
behind the idea of improving the tenure and 
pension rights of commissioners in the in- 
terest of obtaining good men, encouraging 
them to exercise courage in the job, and in- 
ducing them to stay the full length of their 
five- to seven-year terms. It would have been 
encouraging also if Mr. Kennedy had offered 
a suggestion to improve on the commissions’ 
cumbersome and time-consuming method of 
laying down basic facts through question-and- 
answer testimony. The idea has been offered 
that much of this material could better be ob- 
tained by direct investigation or by data- 
processing techniques. 


Low-Cost, Not Long-Term Loans 

Philadelphia’s Mayor Dilworth, an expert 
and an enthusiast on housing, has doubts 
about President Kennedy’s proposed 40-year 
home mortgages. He believes the real need 
is lower interest rates. And Dr. Robert C. 
Weaver, head of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, admits that interest on a 
$10,000 home would run its cost up to $25,000. 

The Mayor’s view received support of a 
sort from Charles A. Wellman of the National 
League of Insured Savings Associations. He 
said that private lenders probably would not 
be interested in the no-down-payment, long 
term loans. Instead, he suggested direct fed- 
eral loans. 

Why not? At low rates, the payoff period 
could be shortened. And with reasonable con- 
struction standards, the borrower might be 
more sure that his home would not collapse 
before he had paid for it. 


For Lower Drug Prices 


The proper follow-up to the Kefauver hear- 


ings on the drug industry will be congres- 
sional approval of legislation to reduce “ex- 
cessive and unreasonable” prices and profits 
and appropriate action by the Federal Trade 
Commission. The legislation, introduced by 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee and Repre- 
sentative Celler of New York is designed to 
break up “patent controls and cartel agree- 
ments which the big companies have entered 
into with each other.” 

There was ample evidence at the hearings 
to underscore the need for the legislation. As 
Mr. Kefauver said, “Our hearings have re- 
vealed a direct connection between the high 
costs of drugs and the manner in which drugs 
are advertised and sold.” He pointed out that 
the largest drug manufacturers spend an aver- 
age of 24 per cent of the sales dollar on sales 
promotion and advertising to doctors. 

The purpose of this, as Mr. Kefauver noted, 
is to encourage doctors to prescribe by trade 
names rather than by generic names, result- 
ing in higher prices to consumers. The legis- 
lation would encourage the opposite practice, 
and would assure adherence to Food and 
Drug Administration standards by a system 
of licensing dfug manufacturers. 

The likelihood that the F.T.C. will become 
more active in this field is suggested by the 
fact that the new chairman of the agency is 
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Paul Vixon, formerly counsel and staff direc- 
tor of Senator Kefauver’s' investigating sub- 
committee. Mr. Dixon ‘was given a nudge by 
President Kennedy at his last press confer- 
ence, so he may moye forward. In view of 
these executive and legislative actions, the 
future looks somewhat brighter for consum- 
ers of drugs. 


Shifting. Tactics in the U.N. 

The Kennedy Administration appears to 
be making the first moves with respect to 
formulating a new policy toward Communist 
China. London sources say Washington has 
decided not to oppose United Nations debate 
next fall on admission of Red China to the 
U.N., but is working on new strategy to keep 
Peiping out of the world organization at least 
until 1962. President Kennedy said at his 
news conference that a decision has not ac- 
tually been made on whether to oppose de- 
bate, but he may well be moving in the direc- 
tion indicated at London.

U.N. This is probably true, and so it is well 
to begin now. The West has had a policy for 
the last seven years of trying to keep the 
question off the agenda of the Assembly. But 
this position has attracted less and less sup- 
port, Mr. Macmillan warned that Britain 
probably would have to switch its yote in 
favor of a debate next fall, and that if the 
United States stood firm it risked a humiliat- 
ing defeat. 

Mr. Kennedy apparently made it clear to 
Mr. Macmillan that the United States is not 
considering weakening its support of For- 
mosa, and he stressed that point at his news 
conference. The Communists recently have 


‘said they would not enter the U.N. unless the 


United States withdrew its forces from the 
Formosa area; the Administration seems to 
believe that the majority of U.N. members 
will not let Red China set the conditions for 
admission. . 

It has been obvious for several years that 
United States opposition to debate could not 
prevail much longer. Indeed, it should not. 
The opponents of admission can make their 
case during debate and abide by the vote, if 
it comes to that. It is not quite in character 
for a nation which prides itself on free speech 
to stand against a parliamentary discussion. 
And ‘as a practical matter, it would be far 
better to avoid the issue than to charge ahead 
toward defeat. 

Because of this, it is a disservice for Repub- 
lican leaders at the Capitol to try to rush 


through Congress another declaration of oppo- 


sition to the admission of Red China. Fulmina- 
tions on Capitol Hill would not be likely to 
affect the U.N. vote; United States tactics 
had best be left to those responsible and on 
the scene. 


Insurance Before Licensing 

A bill that would effectively plug a loophole 
in the Missouri driver’s financial responsi- 
bility law is pending in the House insurance 
committee. It would require that motorists 
prove they had liability insurance before they 
obtained state licenses on their vehicles. 

Present law requires motorists to exhibit 
evidence of their financial responsibility after 
they have been involved in an accident in 
which a person is injured or property is dam- 
aged in the amount of $100 or more. Such a 
driver must either show that he carries liabil- 
ity insurance or post a bond guaranteeing pay- 
mént of any judgment arising out of the acci- 
dent. If such security is not provided, the 
State Director of Revenue may suspend the 
driver’s license and impound the license 
plates of the automobile involved. 

The pending bill, House Bill 500, is de- 
signed to assure that every Missouri motorist 
is financially responsible before he is per- 
mitted to get behind the wheel. The theory 
is that an automobile is a potentially danger- 
ous piece of machinery, and that those who 
own it also must be in position to cover dam- 
ages arising out of its operation. 

A strong case can be made for this theory 
but whether compulsory insurance is the best 
way to carry it out is open to question. The 
Massachusetts law on which the Missouri bill 
is modeled has been objected to by insurance 
companies as raising insurance costs, and the 
experience in that state and others should be 
thoroughly canvassed before the Missouri law 
is changed. 


Not the Best Fire-Cracker 

It seems that Russia’s -space-man may do 
for federal aid to education about as much 
as Russia’s first sputnik did; and that is too 
bad. The sputnik did move Congress to pro- 
vide some money for scholarships and facili- 
ties in the sciences, an inadequate sop in view 
of the real needs of our schools. Then Con- 
gress—and perhaps most of us—complacently 
got used to sputniks, and educational aid be- 
came something to be kicked around by pres- 
sure groups. 

Chairman Powell of the House Education 


' Committee, apparently with Administration 


approval, now has turned to the space-man 
to overcome congressional lethargy. It may 
work, and it is hard to blame him for using 
any available fire-cracker to shock Capitol 
Hill out of its somnolence. The risk is inade- 
quate action for a less than fully adequate 
reason—and then more somnolence. 

There is, of course, cause for concern about 
the Russian lead in military and quasi-military 
science. And better schools will help to over- 
come the advantage. Yet, in a sense, this 
should be only a fringe benefit. The real 
reason for better education is not that we 
must have it because the Russians seem to 
have it. Instead, Washington should help our 
schools for the sake of our own young people. 

The United States does not have enough 
classrooms and not nearly enough competent 
teachers. This is true, in the main, from kin- 
dergarten to university. It means that year 
after year young people are being denied the 
schooling essential to a rich personal life, to 
economic betterment, and to good citizenship. 

A democracy succeeds or fails in direct 
proportion to the knowledge of its citizens. 
The uneducated can live under demagogues 
and dictators. They may take almost any- 
body’s word on what is good for them. It is 
the educated who discriminate. Education 
is essential in the face of blandishments, be- 
guilements and false propaganda devoted 
even to a fanatical conspiracy against free- 
dom. And the inculcation of nation-saving in- 
telligence is largely a matter of education. 
That is why President Kennedy’s school pro- 
gram demands the support of Congress.

Why Does Public Seem So Uninterested in Waste, Duplications in Defense Program?

There is a new twist to that old 
maxim: “A penny saved is a penny 
earned.” The twister is that member 
of Congress, economist-professor Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, who 
has come up with the modern version: 
“A billion dollars saved is a billion 
dollars earned.”

There are two to three billion dollars 
to be saved each year, insists the Sen- 
ator, by squeezing ‘‘scandalous and ap- 
palling” military waste out of the Pen- 
tagon. And the Senator is not alone 
in this conviction. A joint congres- 
sional committee last year, chair- 
manned by the Senator, reached the 
same conclusion. Jt spelled out in 


some detail examples of what it called | 


“‘mismanagement, waste, duplication.” 

That there is going to be some “‘slip- 
page” in an operation the size of the 
national defense program (between 
45 billion and 50 billion dollars) is ob- 
vious. But when it gets into the bil- 
lions of dollars it takes on the aspects 
of a national scandal. Senator Douglas, 
however, is finding it hard to drama- 
tize it. He can’t understand how peo- 
ple whose money is being thrown away 
can be so disinterested.

stances of this waste, duplication, mis- 
management—which he says could be 
duplicated ad infinitum: 

Inventory showed the Department of 
Defense with 1,082,740 yards of cotton 
duck cloth above its needs. The Post 


Office Department (which wanted cot- — 


ton duck cloth for patching its mail 
bags) asked for some. It offered to 
take the total amount off the Defense 
Department’s hands, but it refused to 
pay the Pentagon the market value for 
the cloth. As a result the Defense 
was stuck with this yardage, and the 
Post Office went out and had a new 
lot made up! 


The Air Force contracted for a ship- 
ment of four-foot cables with a plug at 
each end. It paid $10.67 for each one. 
The identical article meanwhile was 
selling in retail supply stores in the 
Wash area for $1.50, which 
means the Air Force was charged at 


least six times the value of the item. 


The Navy contracted for a small 
socket for a lamp, at $21.10 each. A 
box of 500 acquired by the Navy came 
to $10,550. Identical items were lo- 
cated in a Maryland electronics retail 


store selling at 25 cents apiece, or $125 
for a box of 500. 

The Army’s inventory listed 5739 
small wrenches priced at $1.84 apiece, 
or $10,559.76 for them all. Similar 
wrenches were available at not more 
than 25 cents each in D.C, hardware 
stores. 

The Marine Corps supply center at 
Albany, Ga., reported 49,514 feet of 
three-inch iron pipe in new condition 
and excess to its needs. Fort Jackson, 
S.C., said it could use 10,000 feet, but 
the offer was refused. Fort Jackson 
then bought what it wanted new. 

Estimates indicate that there are 
some 14 billion dollars’ worth of sup- 
plies in stock that arte surplus to the 
armed services. Defense Department 
surplus sales run to about 10 billion 
dollars annually. But it gets only a 
return of about 2 per cent on the orig- 
inal cost! So the argumetit goes: why 
not let other branches of the Govern- 
ment use surplus items, even for noth- 
ing, instead of having to buy them 
new? 

Another problem is lack of stand- 
ardization of even the commonest 
items the Pentagon buys. There are, 
for example, some 3,400,000 items in 
the various military supply systems 
alone, The Pentagon admits that every 
time it can eliminate a thousand items 
by standardization it saves over a mil- 
lion dollars. Annual savings of about 
$450,000,000 could be made by com- 
pleting the standardization program. 

There are signs that the President 
is impressed with the charges of waste, 
duplication, overbuying by the Penta- 
gon. His budget director, David Bell, 
has called on the Illinois Senator ‘to 
learn more about the possible “‘gold in 
them thar’ Pentagon hills.” 

Mr. Douglas says the vein runs to 
two or three billion dollars, which, as 
it just happens, is about what the Pres- 
ident wants to cover the added costs of 
his increased defense program..

The blaze, which caused an 
estimated $250,000: damage to 
racing stock, equipment and two 
stables at down yesterday, ten- 
tatively was blamed on a dis- 
carded or electrical cir- 
cuit ove from. heaters 
used in the ‘stables. 

Park president Nathan Allen, 
who lost several horses, said 
none of the. “key trotters” 
among some 600 animals housed 
at the park had been killed. 

Two of the victims, Del = 
Logue, 57, of Shelbyville, IIl., 
and ‘Arthur Dean Voyles, 36, of 
Lincoln, Ill., grooms for the 
R.A.M. Stables, were trapped in 
stalls where they slept. They 
were tentatively identified 
through jewelry and wrist- 
watches. 

The third victim was identified 


as Patrick Callahan, 47, of Mor- | poat 


rigon, Ill., a groom for the Lev- 
erett Jefferson Stables. Callahan 
was credited with shouting a 
warning to Tom Peterson, 19, of 
West Allis, Wis., a driver-+rainer, 
who suffered minor burns, and 
with saving at least one horse. 

Peterson told sheriff's police 
Callahan’s jacket was burning on 

“both sides, I saw him opening 
doors and he led out one horse, 
then ducked back inside again. 
He never came out.” 

“If there was a hero, it was 
this man Callahan,” Sheriff's po- 
lice chief George Howlett said. 
Several witnésses said they saw 
Callahan, his clothes afire, race 
through a blinding snowstorm

‘The Inner Belt thoroughfare is 
one of the highways planned to 
‘give motorists fast, north-and- 
south routes. 

In the 1955 bond issue election, 
voters approved an additional 
$9,837,000 for a supplemental 
road program. 

‘It was a case of voting $10,- 
000,000 for $30,000,000 worth of 
work,”” Leslie said. About $20,- 
000,000 of any future proposed 
bond issue for highway purposes 
will be required to finish the job, 
he said. 

“The major reason why the 
council ordered the present study 
is to obtain concrete cost figures 
before proposing another bond 
issue to the voters,” he said. 
No such thorough-going engi- 
neering report preceded the 1955 
bond issue program, he added. 

THE PRESENT study, being 
made by Sverdrup & Parcell and 
Associates, Inc., engineers and 
architects, will include a suffi- 
ciency rating on about 230 miles 
of streets and roads, including 
some thoroughfares in the mu- 
nicipalities. A construction pro- 
gram will be recommended as 
well as the sequence in which 
various projects should be start- 
ed. A spokesman for the firm 
said the study is to be com- 
pleted before Nov. 1. 

Only through new bond issue 
funds can the county hope to fi- 
nance road improvements ade- 
quate for what has become a 
predominantly urban area in a 
10-year period, Leslie said. 

“Otherwise, tax revenues are 
too limited and our fixed costs 
too inflexible to permit much 
new construction under our nor- 
mally low budget,” he said. 
Since first taking his elective 
post in January, 1957, Leslie has 
been forced to devote most ‘of 
his time to patching up the pres- 
ent overburdened road network 
while stretching out the 1955 
bond issue money to cover as 
much new construction as possi- 
ble. 

Most of the funds from the 
1955 bond issue is being spent on 
projects lying within the in- 
corporated areas. The county 
may use bond issue funds to 
build a street in a municipality, 
but upon completion the town 
automatically takes possession of 
| the new improvement. Outside 
the incorporated areas, the coun- 
ty controls roads totaling about 

746 miles. 
| The County Highway Depart- 
ment is operating on such a lim- 
ited budget, Leslie said, that 
money earmarked for several 
road and bridge projects had to 
be diverted to finance around- 
the-clock efforts to keep the 
| roads open during heavy snows 
in February and March last 


year: 

A total of $241,666 was spent 
on snow and ice control in 1960, 
as compared with $37,076 in 
1959. 

THE HIGHWAY division's 1960 
budget was $2,228,811. Its reve- 
nues corisisted largely of the 
$2,037,393 county share of the 
special road and bridge tax of 
22 cents on each $100 assessed 
property valuation. ‘ 

The county receives only about 
60 per cent of the total receipts 
from this levy. The law requires 
the county to return to the 
municipalities, upon their re- 
quest, one-half of the revenue 
from the tax collected within 
their respective boundaries. Vir- 
tually all the 98 local govern- 
ments are quick to claim their 
share, which totaled $1,059,393 
last year. 

There is no county control 
over the way a town chooses to 
spend its share of these tax 
funds. The individual municipal- 
ity is obliged only to apply the 
money to its-own street and 
road projects. 

The 1957 Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey urged that one traffic 
authority be established for 
both St. Louis and the county. 

The St. Louis County Munici- 
pal League, comprised of rep- 
resentatives from various mu- 
nicipalities, recently announced 
it favors having the county take 
over jurisdiction of major traf- 
fic arteries within the cities. 
The towns have militantly op- 
posed the county’s to 
take over administration of other 
public services.

NEW CURE FOR LEAKY FAUCETS: An entirely new 
kind of device that takes the place of the usual flat washer 
should, it’s claimed, take care of the leaky faucet problem 
far more effectively than ever before. The device is a neoprene 
seal that works on a different principle. It is shaped like a 
flattened ball. The bottom curved part forms a seal against 
the seat of the faucet. On top is a solid brass curved bearing 
that eliminates turning and grinding of both the seal and the 
faucet seat. With the bearing taking all the turning, the faucet 
seat doesn’t wear. Pressure—rather than grinding—does the 
job of shutting off the water. Easily installed in less than 
five minutes, the seal lasts several times longer than flat 
washers. 


NEWS IN AIR CONDITIONERS: One new room condi- 
tioner is claimed to be the first fully automatic unit ever 
introduced. It adjusts to meet sudden or gradual temperature 
changes. For example, if a room is cooled comfortably for two 
people and four others enter, the unit automatically speeds 
up to compensate for the additional heat load. . . . Another, 
designed for through-the-wall installation, projects only three 
and one-half inches into a room, and has a solid, flat front 
panel you can paper or paint to blend with walls and furnish- 
ings.

They Laughed Their Hats Off at Molly Picon 


Women at Hadassah Donor Luncheon Find Out for Themselves Why She Is Star of Yiddish Stage

TINY MOLLY PICON, star of 
the Yiddish stage, put her hands 
on her hips, smoothed an imagi- 
nary wrinkle out of her dress 


and took command of the Khor- 
assan Room at Hotel Chase. She 
was facing a tough audience of 
1056 persons—all women. 

She told a joke in dialect. The 
women laughed until the flowers 
shook on their new spring hats. 
An hour later they were still 
laughing. The petite Miss Picon 
had them in the palm of her 
hand. 

A special guest at.the thirty- 
second annual Hadassah donor 
luncheon, Molly Picon was pay- 
ing one of her rare visits to St. 
Louis, She was last here in 1958 
as the guest of honor at a party 
celebrating Israel's tenth anni- 
versary, 

Although little known to the- 
ater audiences here, Miss Picon 
has been the idol of New York’s 
Yiddish stage for more than 30 
years. Year after “year she 
starred at the old Kessler’s The- 
ater on lower Second avenue in 
productions written especially 
for her. Such offerings as ‘‘Hello 
Molly,” ‘‘Mazeltov Molly” and 
‘“‘Molly’s Follies” were tailored 
to make the most of her remark- 
able talents as diseuse, come- 
dienne and straight dramatic 
actress. 

Born on New York’s Lower 
East Side, Molly literally grew 
up in the theater. Her mother 
was a wardrobe mistress. At 
the age of 5 Molly was playing 
children’s roles and she con- 
tinued to play them even after 
she reached the age where she 
could handle more mature parts. 


The trouble was that Molly, who 


even now stands less than 5 feet 
tall, was a mere wisp of a girl 
and much too small to do big 
things on the Jewish stage. In 
those days Jewish audiences 
liked actresses of size and beef 
and any actress who could not 
tip the scales at at least 180 was 
not considered substantial 
enough to satisfy the customers. 

Molly took a brief flyer in 
vaudeville but the venture wasn’t

too successful. Then she met 
Jacob -Kalich, a Boston theater 
manager, who was to become 
her husband. 

Kalich, who also discovered 
Paul Muni and Menasha Skul- 
nik, decided to flout tradition 
and present the tiny Molly to 
Jewish audiences as a star in 
her own right. Although she 
could speak enough Yiddish for 
children’s roles, Molly was not 
fluent in it. Kalich took her to 
Europe where she spent three 
years perfecting and polishing 
her Yiddish and then he brought 
her back to the United States as 
a “European importation.” 


Kalich was a brave man. 
At that time the Yiddish the- 
ater not only demanded large 
beefy women stars but pre- 
ferred them in wailing plays, 
dramatic heartbreakers that 
gave the audiences an excuse 
to cry. Kalich presented his 
little wisp of a star in a gay 
and frothy musical, 

At Kessler’s Theater, which 
came to be called Molly Pi- 
con’s theater, comedy and 
laughter supplanted wailing 
and weeping. Molly Picon be- 
came famous, so famous that 
she was booked into the Pal- 
ace for a week and held over 
for three more. 


“The beginning of that first 
week at the Palace the audience 
was mostly my friends from Sec- 
ond avenue,” Molly said, laugh- 
ing in reminiscence. ‘‘They said 
they were not going to let the 
gentiles make a flop out of Molly 
Picon.”’ 


Molly’s friends from the Lower 


East Side need not have feared. 


Broadway audiences loved her 


and they particularly loved the 
songs, which she talked more 
than sang, about East Side char- 
acters. They cried, just as Sec- 
ond avenue audiences did, when 
she sang “‘East Side Symphony,” 
“My Grandma's Shawl,” and 
“Rabbi's Melody.” And they 
laughed at her jokes and stories 
in dialect. Molly was an over- 
night Broadway success but her 
heart was in the playhouse on 
Second avenue.

It’s a very mild case of pneumonia, just as you can 
- have serious or mild cases of lots of things, from measles to 
mopes to muscle cramps. 

You can have a sore ankle—or be helplessly laid up 
' with @ sprain. Or have the sniffles, or hate the whole world 
because you have a hard cold. 
P “Pneumonia” is inflammation of the lung tissue. 
Maybe a mild germ or a vicious one. Maybe a lot, maybe a 
little. Walking pneumonia is a case mild enough for the
